Have Done. 


The disaster in Mexico grows 
to 
larger proportions as further intel­ 
ligence of its nature 
is 
received. 
It seems 
that not only 
was there 
great destruction of both life 
and 
property by earthquak shocks cover­ 
ing a wide territory, but there was 
great loss of life from volcanic 
ac ­ 
tivity. which, doubtless, 
was 
the 
cause of the earthquakes, 
A 
new 
volcano has appeared. 
The region 
between Mexico City and Vera Cruz 
is a volcanic one. 
Several huge vol­ 
canic 
peaks covered with perpetual 
snow are found there, th*' ones whose 
names are best known in this country 
being Popoeatapetl and Orizaba. These 
are not all extinct. 
Orizaba in par­ 
ticular has been quite active at times 
In this new 
ubterranean convulsion 
it has opened a new crater on it- 
northern side, from which smoke and 
sulphur fumes and hot water have is­ 
sued and perhaps are still 
issuing. 
But the chief dam age done is by an 
entirely new volcano some miles north 
of Orizaba, which has broken out of 
« comparatively small hill known as 
Cerro del San Miguel, never before 
known to be volcanic. 
From 
this 
new crater issue smoke, ashes, mud 
and a great stream of lava, which is 
flowing down the hill and 
into the 
valley at it- foot in a stream 600 feet 
wide. 
It is in this region tremendous 
dama/ge has been done. 
A dozen vil­ 
lages have been completely destroy­ 
ed. 
Some of them have sunk and 
the valley in which they were located 
bas been converted into a great lake* 
Other villages and a vast extent o\ 
country, much of it cultivated land 
have been buried in mud and ashes. 
Suffocating fumes foul the air for 
many miles around and much of the 
drinking water has been contaminat *d 
and made unfit for consumption. The 
toll of death is now placed at 4000, 
writh much news yet lacking. 
This is a disaster of the same kind 
as the one which Mount Pelee precipi­ 
tated about twenty years ago, and 
that greater historical 
one 
which 
Qverwhelmned Pompeii and Herculan­ 
eum. 
Like our 
Western 
cyclones, 
such things are destructive only in 
proportion to the existence of people 
and property to be destroyed. 
The 
whole mountain range constituting the 
backbone of the Western Hemisphere, 
from 
Alaska through 
Canada, the 
United States and Central and South 
America clear down Chile, is full 
of 
volcanoes still giving evidences 
of 
internal fires not yet quenched, while 
the country for miles around each 
of 
them shows what has just occurred 
at Cerro del San Miguel 
happened 
there many times, with no works of 
civilized 
man to be 
overwhelmed. 
Perhaps the largest of these and in the 
greatest volcano the world ever had 
yvas in the Cascade Mountains 
of 


; Oregon, a short distance north of the 
j California line, constituting with its 
surroundings our Crater 
Lake 
Na- 
tiona! 
Park. 
Apparently the whole 
top of this volcano fell back into its 
; hollow center, leaving a crater now 
filled with a lake of intensely 
blue 
water and of unfathomable 
depth, 
which is ten miles in circumference, 
and has within it the dead cone 
of 
another volcano, 
which, 
since 
the 
crumbling of the old one, has been 
thrust up to height of 1100 feet about 
the surface of the lake. 
It has been 
estimated that 
the 
ancient cone 
of 
the volcano was 35,000 
feet high, 
which 
is about 
10,000 
feet higher 
than any peak now in existence. 
Nature in the past has dyne tre­ 
mendous things in the way of volcanic 
eruptions and earthquake throes, cov­ 
ering thousands of square miles of 
country with a solid blanket of lava, 
i! such things were to happen now in 
a populated 
country, the 
dam age 
wrought by Cerro del San 
Miguel, 
Mount Pelee and Vesuvius would fade 
into nothing compared with the avv- 
fuln- s- of the havoc that would re- 
sult. 
We are experiencing now but 
the faint and dying throes of a once 
trem -ndous volcanic activity.— Globe- 
Democrat.

been cultivated successfully for sev- 
ral years in Cuba and the plantations 
are being increased, but thus fa r they 
froduced scarcely enough fiber to sup­ 
ply the cordage mills on the island.

He left here for other counties 
in the southern part of the state but 
will return here and visit a number 
of the rural schools. 
Trachom a, the specialist explained, 
is “catching”, and he 
recommends, 
therefore, th at not only the disease 
be treated but also that all precaution­ 
ary care possible be exercised to p re­ 
vent the spread of the disease. 
It is 
well known th at blindpess often re- 
-ults from this form of disease. 
The 
disease is not of late origin a t all hut 
is possibly as old as the Bible itself, 
doctors maintain. 
In the early school 
days of the older inhabitants, “ sore 
eyes” were nearly always prevalent 
in the schools; but now it is ‘g ra n u ­ 
lated lids” or some other high-sound­ 
ing name. 
But a- the eye is a very 
Im portant part of the anatom y, and 
would be very much missed if once 
they fail to function, it behooves ev­ 
eryone to exercise every posible pre­ 
caution to prevent spread of the dis­ 
ease.— Poplar Bluff Republican.
